The entire corn crop of the state may 
have to be replanted except in un­ 
usually high places. The storm reached 
its fury at Curtiss, where the wind 
gathered in violeneeand swept a radius 
of six miles. 
While hurrying to seek 
shelter from the wind, which came up 
very suddenly, two women were killed, 
A roof of a house, caught by a blast of 
the gale, was borne a hundred yards 
and struck in the street, pinioning them 
beneath it. When others dared venture 
out the women were found dead. 
As the town is practically cut off 
from communication with the outside 
world the only other details obtainable 
are that Af teen houses were unroofed 
and scores of barns and other farm 
buildings practically wrecked. At Mil­ 
ton 200 persons collected with a fire 
bell to search for Mrs. G. S. Babcock, 
who escaped into the rain while in­ 
sane over worry about the storm. SU - 
was found unconscious near a fence 
and may die. 
At Chippewa Falls Paul Laboiintey 
and another school boy were swept 
away with a bridge and drowned. Boy- 
nett Boltage and Barron are isolated 
aud the dams are out. 
At Barron four bridges in the city 
limits are gone, and Barron is access i­ 
ble only from the west. Both dams are 
out and it is feared the grist mill and 
woolen mill will go. The dam and mill 
at Buskin anda dam and large gristand 
planing mill at Prairie Farm are gone. 
The builings are value at $10,000. Dy­ 
namite was used on Taylor dam here in 
an attempt to save the grDt and wool­ 
en mills. The railroad bridge just east 
of the citv has been washed away.

Chicago, June 7. — The question 
whether the boycott against tin* ex­ 
press companies shall continue in ease 
of a settlement of the teamsters* strike 
is the one that prevents the settlement. 
The strikers want it agreed that no 
union employe shall he called on to de­ 
liver to or take goods from the ex­ 
press companies. As this is the nub of 
the whole controversy the employers 
declare that a settlement cannot be 
made on that basis. 
It was because 
the drivers undertook to dictate to 
whom goods should be delivered that 
the strike occurred, ami the employers 
seem determined to have that ques­ 
tion permanently 
settled iu such a 
manner that it cannot come up again 
without absolute violation of contract.

She 
worked her way up from a poor Ohio 
schoolteacher.

SOUTHWEST WISCON 
SIN HAS GOOD 
FINDS 


La Crosse people are interested in 
the following dispatch from Washing­ 
ton : 
“An interesting bulletin 
describing 
the zinc and lead deposits of South­ 
western Wisconsin, the work of Prof. 
U. S. Grant, has been issued by the 
United Staten geological survey. The 
region 
under 
discussion 
comprises 
Grant, Lafayette and Iowa counties, 
lying between the Wisconsin 
river 
on the north, the Illinois 
boundary 
on the south and the Mississippi on 
the west. 
“The important deposits 
of zinc 
and lead occur in the 
Galena 
and 
Platteville limestones, 
which 
com­ 
prise the surface rocks over the larg­ 
er portion of the region.” says Prof. 
Grant. 
“The Platteville limestone is 
made up largely of 
non-magnesian 
beds, although in its lower parts there 
are certain 
magnesian 
strata. 
The 
thickness of the Platteville averages 
fifty-five feet. 
The Galena limestone 
is essentially a dolomite, 
most 
of 
which is coarse grained and porous 
and occurs in beds ranging from one 
foot to four feet in thickness.
